REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the applied 
prior art to Moeller et al. does not disclose the claimed two step cooling combined with 
an intermediate compression step wherein the pressure of the gaseous phase 
withdrawn from the quenching step is increased to a range of 20-30 bar absolute prior 
to feeding the compressed gaseous phase to a separation step. Since Moeller is silent 
with regard to the pressure in either of the separation steps, it would not have been 
obvious to one skilled in the art to include the claimed compression step(f).
